Apple Inc. announeed its new 
iPhone 48 on Oct. 4 and, like the past 
upgrade from iPhone to iPhone 3GS in 
June of 2009, no major changes were 
made to the external.appearance of the 


phone. It is retaining the same display, : 


casing and overall appearance. 

The internal specifications have 
been significantly boosted, as has the 
operating system. The new operat- 
ing system, iOS5, adds multiple new 
features like voice recognition, an im- 
proved notification system, photo and 
video editing, a reminders application, 
and Newsstand, a tool for managing 


multiple online media subscriptions in 
a single place. 

Newsstand is supported by pub- 
lications like The New York Times, 
Popular Science and O: The Oprah 
Magazine. The new operating system 
also brings a new service, iCloud, 
which syncs all of the user’s data to a 
backup server maintained by Apple via 
the Internet. There is also iMessage, a 
messaging service that only works be- 
tween Apple devices, much like the 
competing BlackBerry Messenger for 
BlackBerry device users. 

The iPhone 4S has also’ received 
many hardware upgrades. The proces- 
sor is a new dual-core A5 CPU that 
Apple promises is “more than twice as 
fast,” along with an increase in mega- 
pixels for the camera, better video re- 
cording and improved battery life.

The goals of the ordinance are to 


reduce litter in neighborhoods, plastic 


debris in waterways and storm drains, 

and waste transported to landfills. . 
The City of Long Beach charges 

and provides paper bags for 10 cents 


if a customer does not'‘bring a reus- 


able bag.

Scantron prices on campus have 
gone up from 25 cents to 32 cents, and 
although testing forms are essentially 
a rectangular piece of paper, they are 
a required supply for most college stu- 
dents.

Octupy Wall Street, a protest move- 

ment intended to change America 

. through a public demonstration of dis- 
content with the current financial and 
government system, has escalated into 
a nationwide protest with hundreds of 
protest sites, including one in Long 
Beach, Calif. 

Occupy Long Beach, a group with 
nearly 700 fans on Facebook, has al- 
ready met for two protests, with more 
planned for the future. 

“We are trying to even out the dis- 
parity of voices being heard in Wash- 
ington, D.C.,” said Ben Fisher, a Cal 
State Long Beach student and one of 
the organizers of Occupy Long Beach. 
“Meaning, today, you need a lot of 
money to get close to a politician’s ear. 
Tomorrow, we hope to be heard from a 
distance.” 

Their last meeting was staged at 


Bluff Park on Oct. 3, which attracted 
around 50 protestors. Some people 
showed up for the protest without being 
on the official signup list. 

“Some people are dipping their toe in 
the water to see if they want to really 
get involved,” Fisher said. 

Sharon Cotrell, CSULB alumna and 
one of the lead organizers, said she has 
been working in social justice for years, 
including a protest that fought against 
invading Iraq that gained more than 
250 members. 

She said she is glad that young peo- 
ple are finally. standing up to make their 
voices heard. 

“[It’s] so good to see young people 
caring — such a joy,” Cotrell said. 

‘ Cotrell stressed that, going forward, 
Occupy Long Beach would need to 
have a good organizational structure, 
and that they have been very successful 
thus far. 

There are Occupy groups in nearby 
cities as well, such as Occupy Los An- 
geles and Occupy Santa Ana. More 
groups across the country can be found 
at occupytogether.org.

Another group that is hoping to 
gain popularity, Occupy Colleges, has 
a class walkout planned for Oct. 5 at 
noon that they hope will be a show of 
the feelings of college students towards 
the current political and financial ad- 
ministration.

A student’s wallet was stolen from 
their backpack on Sept. 28 at 9 p.m.

A man was arrested and sent to jail 
after going to the University Police De- 
partment to ask about his car that was 
impounded on Sept. 26 at 8 p.:m., Brown 
said. After running his ID to make sure 
it was valid, police found one felony 
warrant and two misdemeanor war- 
tants that the man received for avoiding 
an officer in traffic, which was enough 
to place him under arrest. 

A Parkside Dorms resident assistant 
called police to report a fight in prog- 
ress after seeing someone arguing with 
a non-resident student on Sept. 25 at 2 
a.m., Brown said. 

The situation was under control by 
the time the officers arrived at the scene 
and none of the individuals needed to 
file a report. However, police found 
marijuana on the student and issued a 
citation.

stalled, but have some flexibility on the

“When they arrive, they’ll make site 
and time specific observations and ad- 
just all to what they encounter at the 
time of their installation,” said Peter 
DeMaria, a Cal State Long Beach de- 
sign professor. 

Design student Jacquelyn Chang 
said the group was considering plac- 
ing the intervention on the walkway 
near Brotman Hall where students 
walk through a tight gap between a 
short wall and pillar. Students com- 
monly try to squeeze one at a time 
through the small space instead of 
walking around the pillars. 

The design students are planning 
on installing the intervention project 
today at 4 p.m., but the final location 
is still undetermined. The installation 
will stay up for about a week and then 
be moved back to the design building. 

The students regularly use tooth- 
picks to create small models, but cre- 
ating larger models and placing them 
in an environment gives thém:a better 
idea of the design process, said Wesley 
Woelfel, a CSULB design professor. 


“The work blurs the distinction be- 
tween industrial design, interior de- 
sign, architecture, cognitive science, 


sociology, and urban planning,’ De- _ 


Maria said. : 

Creating the structures, which are 
made out of wood and steel, and held 
together by zip ties are only one aspect 
of the project. The point of the project 
is for the students to find new “meth- 
ods, tools and processes for creating 
public spaces,” DeMaria said. 

The social observations are a. very 
important aspect of the project and 
students will be observing if and how 
the design will impact the space. The 
installations have been designed by 
students with the idea that the objects 
will intentionally “induce observable 


social change,” according to DeMaria. ° 


“The students experience first-hand 
how design plays a major role in the 
success or failure of our built environ- 
ment,” DeMaria said. 

The students will also document the 
entire project and observations will 
later be posted and shared online as a 
photo and video montage. 

According to Chang, the group has 
spent a lot of time planning and de- 
ciding what message they wanted to 
convey through the intervention and 

-is hoping everything goes as planned 
during the installation. 
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Hernandez, communications director 
of 49er Shops. 

The bookstore said they have been 
absorbing the increase in costs until re- 
cently, when they decided to raise the 
price of Scantrons. 

Students are now absorbing the 
costs and paying almost 30 percent 
more for Scantrons than’ they did last 
year. Not all students have noticed the 
price increase, but those who have said 
they do not like it. 

“All of a sudden, I noticed the price 
went up and it’s kind of pricey for a 
Scantron to be 32 cents,” senior busi- 
ness finance major Mayra Alcaid said. 

Many students are spending more 
money for their education than before 
and small increases like this add up, 
Alcaid said. 

Nearby universities such as Univer- 
sity of California Los Angeles and Cal 
State Fullerton sell basic Scantrons for 
25 cents. 


“You can always get your Scantrons. 


elsewhere,” junior Alex Miklovic said. 

Scantrons can be purchased from 
other local bookstores or even online, 
but students like the convenience of 
having single or small packs of Scant-

rons available on campus. 

Not all professors use the same 
Scantron type and students some- 
times have to buy two or three dif- 
ferent styles of Scantrons in one se- 
mester, depending on the professor’s 
preference. Buying 500 Scantrons on- 
line at a bulk price may be cheaper but 
not convenient when most students 
may only need about 10 of one type 
of Scantron for the entire school year.

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Affirmative action ignores students 


Nearly 15 years after banning affirmative action 
in California public universities, Gov. Jerry Brown 
faces a controversial bill that would allow schools 
to consider race, gender and household income in 
the admissions process. The bill’s author, Sen. Ed 
Hernandez, says SB 185 will give minority students 

_ an “equal stake in our state” and will ban preference 
based on gender and race. 
No matter how you slice 
OuR VIEW it, considering those fac- 
tors in college admissions 
is giving certain students 
an unfair advantage over others. Students should be 
admitted into universities based on their qualifica- 
tions, not their gender or race. 

In 1996, California voters passed Prop. 209, 
banning public universities from giving minority 
students preferential treatment in the admissions 
process. Hernandez says his bill is not meant to 
undermine 209 and will only encourage universities 
to diversify their campuses. 

Despite Hernandez’s vague wording, it’s clear the 
bill was drafted to give minority students a better 
chance at gaining admission to universities solely 
based on the fact that they are minority students. It’s 
nearly impossible to just “consider” race and gender 
in college admissions without acting on those con- 
siderations. Hernandez’s wish to create more diverse 
student bodies is admirable, but admitting unquali- 
fied students into universities isn’t the way to do it. 

Brown — who has long been an opponent of Prop. 
209 — argues that California public universities 
should allow “narrow affirmative action,” which 
would only.consider race and gender case-by-case 
and without the need to meet quotas. 

In the 2003 Grutter v. Bollinger case, the Supreme 
Court ruled that University of Michigan Law School 
could consider race and gender under those criteria. 
In that case, the Supreme Court ruled that allow- 
ing affirmative action benefitted the university by 
creating a diverse community and helped undo the effects of past 
discrimination. Brown hopes California can apply the same logic 
to SB 185. 

But, allowing even natrowly tailored affirmative action still 
offers some students a greater advantage over others and creates a 
diverse student body simply for the sake of having diversity. Stu- 
dents should only be admitted into universities based on whether or 
not they have the right qualifications to meet the challenges of the 
curriculum. If you admit unqualified students in order to have a few 
more minorities, you’re doing the campus a disservice, instead of 
creating a level playing field. : + 
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Furthermore, Californians have already expressed their disap- 
proval of SB 185. Republican students at UC Berkeley held a 
satirical “Increase Diversity Bake Sale” on Sept. 27, which offered 
discounted prices of baked goods for Asian, black, Native Ameri- 
ean and Latino students. Female students were given an additional 
25-cent discount. Supporters of Proposition 209 are already. 
announcing plans to sue to overturn SB 185 if Brown signs it into 
effect. 

Former governor Arnold Schwarzenegger vetoed:a similar bill in 
2009: However, today’s SB 185 earned-support from the American 
Civil Liberties Union and the University of California Student 


academic qualifications 
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Association, and passed in the Legislature in August. Now, Gov. 


Brown has until Oct. 9 to pass or veto the bill. It’s likely that Brown. 


will sign, even though it faces wide disapproval from California 
voters. = 

Even California universities seem unwilling to abide by the bill. 
University of California representative David M. Birnbaum stated 
admissions will “comply with the Constitution whether or not SB 


. 185 is signed into law.” 


Gender and race have no bearing on a student’s merit. The af- 
firmative action bill flies in the face of California voters and will 
potentially put qualified students at a disadvantage. 


Williams’ statements won't harm ESPN’s ‘lead-in’ tradition for long

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Requiring government-issued ID will decrease the voting population 


Democracy is clearly being taken away at a 
very slow, yet firm rate in the upcoming 2012 
elections. The GOP has recently introduced a 
campaign that aims to limit the amount of people 
voting. Among the groups that would be affected 
are minorities, college students, ex-felons and 
immigrants. 

Though — by legal definition — states are not 


allowed to discriminate voter’s rights, states have _ 


historically had the discretion to abridge their 
citizen’s right to vote in one way or another. Take 
for example the literacy tests in the south that 
have since. been outlawed for being discrimina- - 
tory. 

Lawmakers have always found loopholes 
to inhibit voting rights, and in this upcoming 
election, they have taken full advantage with 
laws in a dozen states that will limit the amount 
of citizens voting, targeting the demographic of 
voters that were likely the reason Obama won the 
2008 election. 

Despite the Voting Rights Act of 1965 and 
Civil Rights Act of 1965 that were put in place td 
protect citizen’s natural and inalienable rights, _ 
Republicans have long been trying to impede this 
right and turn it into a privilege, instead. 
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., and billionaire brothers 


“T don’t want everyone to vote...” Conservative 
activist Paul Weyrich stated in a 1980 conference. 
“As a matter of fact, our leverage in the efections 
quite candidly goes up as the voting populace 
goes down.” 

Weyrich’s founding of a conservative advocacy 
group has helped to further advance the GOP’s 
effort to truncate and eliminate the people’s 
voices. 

While only 12 states currently have laws 
that constrict voting, the American Legislative 
Exchange Council (ALEC)

when it is obstructing the very rights that allow 
for said federalism to work? 3 

David and Charles Koch, modern day Rock- 
efellers, have aided this cause in their motivation 
to get rid of Obama. The Koch brothers are some 
of New York’s “most prominent philanthropists,” 
with lavish donations to the Metropolitan Opera 
House and the Lincoln Center New York State 
Theatre building, which now bears David Koch’s 
name. However, their beliefs and actions have 
made them a very contro- 
versial pair. 

The libertarian brothers 
believe in “drastically lower 
personal and corporate 
taxes, minimal social services for the needy, and 
much less oversight of industry — especially 
environmental regulation.” They claim that the 
Greenpeace report “distorts the environmental 
record of our companies.” 

While Kansas and Alabama are requiring 
proof of citizenship before registering, Florida 
and Texas are imposing sexist rules to impede the 
League of Women Voters from registering new 
voters.

On the more subtle side.is Maine’s repeal of 
Election Day voter registration, and five other 
states — also including Florida — cutting their 
early voting periods. 

Ex-felons in Florida and Iowa have also lost 
their right to vote, creating a drastically large 
group of “disenfranchised” voters. 

Other states, such as Alabama and Kansas, 
will require government-issued IDs before vot- 
ing. About 18 percent of students and 25 percent 
of African-Americans do not have this form of 
identification. This accounts for 10 percent of 
our nation’s population, which means the 2012 
elections could have the GOP’s intended shift of 
power. 

Surely the 2010 triumph within the legislative 
branch has created high hopes for the GOP to 
recreate that in the 2012 presidential elections, 
especially with the success of the Tea Party 
movement. 

While blatantly racist laws — such as the 
Jim Crow laws — have vanished, this campaign 
proves that this nation is still just as divided as 
ever.

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Student's ‘Willow Tree’ 
sculpture examines ltfe 


Gabriela Perozo’s 
ceramic piece takes 
up a majority of the 
Gatov gallery.

The Max L. Gatov student art gallery 
is host to Gabriela Perozo’s “The Wil- 
low Tree: A journey through the cycle 
of life from the feminine perspective,” 
at the annual Bachelor of Fine Arts — 
Ceramics senior show this week 

“I chose to do something that was 
meaningful to me,” said Petozo, senior 
ceramics major. “Everyone has: their 
own image of this tree. We see it in 
movies and this is my image of it.” 

Roots rise up the trunk and flowers 
hang down from the top of the sculp- 
ture. It displays individual bulb-shaped 
ceramic pieces that create the leaves, 
flowers and foliage of a real willow tree. 
The trunk is decorated with texture and 
direction in the clay. 

Perozo started her project in July 
2010, moving 500 pounds of clay, plas- 
ter and other mixed media to create the 
largest project she has ever sculpted. 
The sculpture has nearly 2,000 clay 
flowers that she made individually us- 
ing the ceramic wheel. 

The larger-than-life sculpture is iso- 
lated in a section of the Gatov gallery 
where its enormity is revealed as soon 


as someone stands by it and has to look 
straight up at it, as if it were a real tree 
and nota sculpture. The grey of the bark 
and dark colors in the foliage remind 
spectators that even things that appear 
glum have body, texture and detail. 

“[The color was inspired by] the idea 
that not all things are beautiful, not all 
things are pastels,” Perozo said. “Some 
things are scary and mysterious.” 

“The Willow Tree” was finished in 
place in the gallery on opening day be- 


" cause it had so many individual parts, it 


couldn’t be put together before moving 
into the gallery. The 12-foot tree would 
not have fit through the door if it were 
finished, Perozo said. 

The piece offers each of its view- 
ers the chance to contemplate the sig- 
nificance of the sculpture on their own. 
Perozo said that she hopes people look 
at “The Willow Tree” and try to find 
their own meaning to the piece. She left 
her description of the piece vague, so 


people could preserve their own vision . 


of “The Willow Tree.” 

“To me, it represents the cycle cf 
life,” Perozo said. “’The Willow Tree’ 
represents the value of life. It’s not all 
perfect, but there is still beauty in it.” 

As children, most people want to 
grow up, find the perfect job, have 
the perfect home and raise a family. 
Perozo’s idea when creating “The Wil- 
low Tree” is that dreams don’t always 
come true, but that’s the cycle of life. It 
inspires people to make the best out of 
what they have, even though it will not 
always be perfect, lavish or beautiful. 

Perozo’s collection typically consists 
of small, intricate ceramic wall pieces in 
shades of pink and powdered blue. The 
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Gabriela Perozo’s 12-foot-tall ceramic and mixed media sculpture 
with close to 2,000 additional pieces sits in the Gatov gallery.

A capella show uplifts, falls flat

During the show, Ysaye Maria Barn- 
well, a Sweet Honey member, per- 
formed a chant from a central African 
tribe that lives in the rainforest. When 
she chanted “Ama-ibu owi-ay,” she al- 
most pierced the air with its intensity. 
She continued the chant for about 30 
seconds until she unexpectedly stood 
up and told the audience about where 
the chant came from. Barnwell taught 
the. chant to the audience and asked 
them to recite it along with her. 

Some of the music was uplifting, 
catchy and surprising. At other times, 
the music fell flat, endlessly repeating 


similar baselines for different songs. 
Barnwell, who once dazzled the crowd 
with her stimulating conversation, 
supplemented every tune with a kind of 
“toomp, toomp, toomp” sound that be- 
came frustrating after a while. 

Louise Robinson usually led the 
more soulful songs that uplifted the 
audience in the show.

For the first time in program history, 
the Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team has a candidate for the John 
Wooden Award — the most prestigious 
individual award in NCAA basketball. 

Senior point guard Casper Ware was 
among the top 50 players to be named 
to a preseason list released Monday by 
award sponsor the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club. 

Ware, who was one of 20 finalists 
last season for the Bob Cousy Award 
(recognizes the top -men’s collegiate 
point guard), led the 49ers in scor- 
ing (17.2), assists (150) and steals (56) 
last year when the LBSU won the Big 


West regular-season title, advanced to _ 


the finals of the Big West Tournament, 
and played in the National Invitational 
Tournament. 

“We are very excited for Casper,” 


LBSU head coach Dan Monson said. 


“He has worked extremely hard over 
the last four years, and it is great to see 
that people are noticing that he is one of 
the top point guards in America.” — 

Ware was also an honorable men- 
tion All-America Team pick, and was 
named the Big West Conference Player 
of the Year and Big West Conference 
Defensive Player of the Year — the 
first player in conference history to win 
both awards in the same season. 

Ware also earned a spot on the Na- 
tional Association of Basketball Coach- 
es (NABC) All-District 9 Team,,as well

IX Team, the 2011 Lefty Driesell De- 
fensive All-America Team, and the 
2011 Lou Henson All-America Team 
(the mid-major All-America team).

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team will have 10 of its 30 regular- 


season games televised this season — ’ 


five of which will be a part of the Big 
West Conference’s television package. 

The ESPN networks (ESPN/ESPN2/ 
ESPNU) will broadcast eight of LB- 
SU’s games, including three Big West 
contests, while Fox Sports West and 
Prime Ticket will each televise one 
LBSU conference game. 

Long Beach State’s nonconference 
games at Louisville (Nov. 28) and Kan- 
sas (Dec. 6) will each be televised by 
ESPNU, while LBSU’s three games at 
the Diamond Head Classic in Hawaii 


will air on ESPN2, ESPNU, or ESPN3.
